When the supply of the 
raw material is absolutely under the 
control of the producor he can dictate 
terms to the Tobacco Trust or manufac- 
turer, and get nis own price. Just as 
long as the farmer over in the hollow 
timl on the hill side with his five to ten 
acres of tobacco ground, the only source 
from which he MB get immediate sup- 
plies for his familv, is free to raise to- 
bacco and .sell to whom and at a price 
that s.itis6e! him, just so long will he 
regulate the price. It is the small pro- 
ducer that is the factor in the produc- 
tion of tobacco, in fact, he is the man 
that controls in all the trades. The 
American Tobacco Co. never moved a 
peg until they got all the little dealers 
oui of their business. Sentiment don't 
control in trusts. Neither does it in 
farming or in trades. It is money and 
braias and the knowing how, with back 
bone and energy thrown in that wins.

TOMATOES AND TURNIPS. 

Wfesl a Ha!f Acre o| Land Netted a 
the Mississippi Agricultural 
College. 

The first crop grown was tomatoes. 
The varieties used were Beauty, Ao- 
n e, Dwarf Champion and Magnus. 
The soil was of wedinni fertility aud 
uf a loamy nature. The tomato seed 
were plauted in the greenhouse Jan 
nary r >. in rows Hve inches apart 
When the plant* ware about four 
inches tail th.-y were put in two-inch 
pots.and plated in a half hxrdy green- 
house until they were pot bound. By 
this time tbe plants were about eight 
inches tall: they were then trans- 
planted (A'ith sod) ill five-111. h plants 
bands iu told ItailMBl tbe dute of this 
planting was about March L Cotton 
seed hulls were Kept in readiness as a 
covering, to be placed on the canvass 
in the eveut of a fold suap. Frequent 
ventilation aud nil the light possible 
was given on cold days wbm the 

April 10, the date plants were remov- 
ed to the field, they had from one to 
two clusters of blooms on them. The 
soil was prepared in the garden the 
fall before, in rows four feet apart. 
Ten loads of stable manure was ap- 
plied before tbe soil was prepared. 
Ibe plants were carried to the field 
on hnnd barrows as carefully as possi- 
ble to prevent breaking the sod, and 
were placed thirty inches apart in the 
rows which had been previously open- 
ed for their reception. Tbe bands 
9 «• tnen removed by cutting the 
,h\ner with a itnife ; soil was pulled 
around each sod with a boe, after- 
wards the turning plow was employed, 
and the planting wbs finished. With- 
iu a few days the plants bad been 
pruned and tied to stakes. A straw- 
berry plant was then planted between 
e>ich tomato plant. Frequent bnt 
shallow cultivation was employed 
duriug tbe season. The plants were 
pruned so as to make two stems. The 
first tomatoes were gathered for uiar- 
uet June I. and were sold in local 
towns at from 00 cents to |LM per 
six backet crate. Tomatoes on this 
half acre netted f-'OO. 

After Ibe crop was removed It was 
found that a large per cent of the ber- 
ry plants had died. The soli whs then
